Ilr.  Chaiimianj  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-first  annual 
report.  The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  and  refers  to  the  year  19^8. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government 
is  understood  to  have  completed  its  deliberations  and  to  be  on  the 
point  of  issuing  its  report.  Y/hilo  one  cannot  in  any  way  pretend  to 
anticipate  the  proposals  which  are  likely  to  emerge  from  this  report, 
it  must  be  appreciated  that  their  effects  might  well  be  far  reaching 
and  involve  basic  changed  in  the  form  and  practice  of  Local  Government 
at  all  levels.  It  seems  to  me  at  any  rate  that  Local  Government  in 
a district  such  as  this  v/ill  in  all  probability  be  affected  both  as 
regards  its  powers,  responsibilities  and  its  relations  with  other 
authorities.  It  remains  to  be  seen9however,  whether  these  changes  v/ill 
lead  to  an  expansion  or  a contraction  of  the  authority*  s powers  at 
this  level. 

Closely  related  to  the  same  question  in  the  future  of  the  Health 
Services  about  which  reports  were  produced  recently.  The  main  broad 
aims  of  the  various  proposals  v/ould  appear  to  be  an  attempt  to  unify 
and  centralise  the  various  functions  which  are  now  spread  over  several 
authorities  and  departments.  While  on  paper  such  attempts  at  simplificatB 
appear,  attractive  there  are  inherent  dangers  in  making  changes  in  the 
interest  of  adi'ninistrati3;a  tidyness  alone.  However,  once  the  reports 
are  all  issued  there  will  be  ample  opportunity  for  their  debate. 

^Yhen  issuing  this  report  I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  encouragement  and  help  which  I personally,  and  the  department  in 
general,  have  received  from  the  Council  and  the  Officials  of  the  authority. 
I would  also  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  headed  by  HIr.  Compton  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

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Population,  Births  and  Deaths 


The  population  remains  much  the  same  as  in  19^7  and  the  figinros 
for  Births  and  Deaths  are  satisfactory* 

With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  it  will  he  seen  that  I do 
not  include  the  figures  for  the  previous  years  for  comparison.  The 
reason  for  this  is  a change  in  the  grouping  of  causes  which  has 
been  made  by  the  Registrar  General.  This  renders  any  comparison 
with  previous  years  somewhat  misleading.  It  would  appear,  however, 
that  the  pattern  of  causes  of  death  during  I968  was  very  similar 
to  that  which  prevailed  in  previous  years.  Malignant  disease  shows 
a small  overall  decrease  while  deaths  for  accidents  and  other  forms 
of  violence  were  slightly  more  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year. 
There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  child  bearing. 

There  were,  however,  t?/o  deaths  for  meningococcal  infection,  both 
children.  The  infecting  organism  of  this  disease,  although  at 
times  found  in  many  apparently  healthy  people,  only  very  rarely  causes 
clinical  symptoms.  This  seems  to  happen  when  all  the  circumstances 
are  favourable  for  its  spread.

Gradually  the  total  volume  of  notifiable  disease  in  the 
Comit;^?-  is  decreasing  as  the  means  of  control  are  imp5t\,v®d* 

This  trend  was  reflected  in  the  figures  for  Felixstowe.  In 
1968  a total  of  175  cases,  mainly  of  measles,  were  notified 
in  the  town.  As  is  usually  the  case  with  this  infection  the 
maximum  incidence  fell  on  ^ to  ^ age  group,  which  is,  of 
course,  the  period  when  children  begin  to  mix  freely  at  school. 
Immunisation  against  measles  which  was  recently  started  should 
tend  to  modify  future  outbreaks. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to  infection  with 
Cl.  Welchii  v/as  reported.  This  organisms  although  very 
widespread  in  its  distribution  is  only  occasionally  found 
as  a source  of  food  poisoning.  It  was  perhaps  better  known 
to  World  War  1 veterans  for  its  reputed  association  with 
Q-as  Gangrene  in  wounds.  In  brief,  the  outbreak  occunEd  in 
a private  school  and  the  vehicle  v/as  identified.  In  all, 
twenty-three  persons  were  affected  and  recovery  was  rapid. 
Faulty  hygiene  and  improper  methods  of  food  storage  ?/ere 
to  blame. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  register 
continues  to  fall  steadily.  Not  only  do  cases  appear  to 
remain  a shorter  period  on  the  register  but  fresh  notifications 
are  much  fewer  than  we  saw  some  years  a,go*

OLD  PEOPLE 


At  the  present  Ume  the  most  vulnerable  sections  of  the 
community  are  the  very  young  and  the  very  old.  The  former 
group  have  for  many  years  received  special  consideration  and 
facilities.  It  is  only  more  recently  that  the  aged  have 
received  more  than  casual  thought  and  attention. 

V^lien  we  consider  the  needs  of  the  aged  we  are  apt  Le 
deceive  ourselves  by  ove.r  simplification.  The  aged  cannot 
be  classified  by  age  buc  by  ability,  both  mental  and  physical 
and  it  is  mainly  those  with  little  of  such  ability  that  are  in 
greatest  need  of  assistance  no  matter  the  age  in  years. 

Lack  of  ability  may  however  manifest  itself  in  unsuspected 
w^s.  1 have  seen  aged  people  who  are  physically  well  and 
mentally  reasonably  alert  but  have  lost  interest,  curiosity  ard 
ability  to  come  to  terms  with  a changing  world.  They  become 
inward-looking  and  because  of  this,  lonely. 

The  various  organisations  which  deal  with  old  people 
both  official  and  voluntary  do  very  good  v/ork,  simply  by 
visiting.  They  provide  someone  to  talk  to  and  a good  listener 
is  appreciated.  I fedl  it  is  of  small  iniportance  whether  the 
visitor  can  bring  material  support  as  long  as  he  has  an  attentive 
ear  and  is  prepared  to  spend  a little  time. 

Although  there  are  many  such  organisations  there  is 
undoubtedly  room  for  more.  Some  social  and  sports  clubs  might 
well  give  some  thought  and  see  if  any  of  their  members  could  help, 
always  remembering  tha,t  a willing  volunteer  is  essential. 

■^/hat  is  really  wanted  is  for  the  public  to  realise  that 
living  right  in  their  cadst  are  people  who  may  not  have  spoken 
to  anyone  for  a long  time.

IfiTo  Chairman, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  environmental  health 
in  the  Urban  District  for  I968,  including  information  requested  in 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/69* 

Organisationally,  the  health  administration  of  a holiday  resort 
is  remarkably  similar  to  that  of  any  comparable  residential  or 
industrial  tov;n  inland^  for  the  public  health  department,  whether  in 
a holiday  resort  or  elsewhere,  is  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of 
a healthy  environment.  Moreover,  in  a country  ?/ith  relatively  little 
diversity  of  geographical  a,nd  climatic  conditions,  the  respective 
environments  of  different  towns  present  very  similar  types  of  problem 
for  solution  by  health  officers. 

It  is  axiomatic  that  incursions  into  the  town  of  large  numbers 
of  visitors  are  reflected  in  an  increased  number  of  food  premises, 
kiosks,  sta^lls,  itinerant  vendors,  beach  traders,  amusement  parks, 
and  bathing,  caravanning  and  camping  points.  These  aggregations  of 
people  from  widely  scattered  sources  mean  that  any  breach  of  the 
protective  screen  of  public  health  control  v/ithin  the  tov/n  could  have 
wide  repercussions.  In  this  respect,  the  town’s  record  of  service 
to  the  v/ider  community  is  faultless. 

I am  grateful  for  the  support  given  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  Doctor  Imrie,  Mr.  Yarham 
and  firs.  North  a.nd  for  the  help  of  fellow  colleagues  on  the  staff.

Research  in  the  regional  distribution  of  tetanus,  the  incidence  of 
the  causal  organisms  in  different  soils  and  the  resistance  of  wild  strains 
of  Cle  tetani  to  antibiotics  is  taking  place. 

Tv/elve  samples  of  local  soil  were  submitted  for  exa^mination.  Three  of 
the  samples  yielded  Cl.  tetani,  Seriological  Type  1,  which  is  fully  toxigenic 
and  sensitive  to  penicillin  and  tetracycline.

Although  the  problem  of  the  use  of  unsterilised  raw  meal  is 
essentially  related  to  fertilizers,  it  can  be  extended  to  animal  feeding 
stuffs  if  the  farmer  uses  it  to  make  up  his  own  feed.

There  are  five  industrial  furnaces  in  the  Urban  District,  three 
of  which  and  their  chimneys  were  given  prior  approval  under  the  Clean 
ia.r  Act,  1956*  Five  complaints  of  black  or  excessive  smoke  emissions 
were  investigated  during  the  year. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods) (Vessels)  Regulations, 1958 

These  Regulations  make  it  an  offence  for  a vessel  in  inland  Y/ater 
ways  or  port  and  harbour  v/aters  to  emit  dark  smoke  for  longer  than  a 
specified  period.  No  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Main  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Vi/ater  Undertaking, 
being  purified  by  means  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Samples  of  water  taken  and  examined  during  the  year  are  classified 
in  Table  3j  and  confirm  that  treatment  was  in  all  respects  satisfactory.

Two  Compulsory  House— Improvement  Areas  were  defined  and  declared 
under  the  Housing  Act,  19^4  in  previous  years.  Follow— up  work  done  during 
the  year  in  respect  of  these  areas  is  shown  in  Table  8 and  of  the  compulsory 
improvement  of  dwellings  outside  these  areas  in  Table  9 - An  Improvement 
Area  is  one  v/hich  contains  dwellings  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard 
amenities  but  at  least  half  of  which  are  capable  of  improvement  to  the  full 
standard. 

Turing  the  year,  60  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  approved. 

The  average  cost  of  a bedroom/bathroom  conversion,  the  provision  of  a water 
closet  ant  ' satisfactory  food  store,  amounted  to  £294?  s,nd  of  similar 
outbuildi:ug  jcnversion,  including  the  same  extra  amenities,  £656. 

Th'u  she  number  of  improvement  grant  applications  approved  continues 
to  grow  -is  pleasing,  though  the  growth  is  much  too  slow.  Perhaps  legislation 
should  be  iu Produced  which  would  empov/er  a local  authority  temporarily  to 
acquire  any  suitable  house,  equip  it  with  the  standard  amenities,  pay  itself 
a standard  grant,  fix  a fair  rent  and  then  hand  it  back  to  the  private  owner. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  a great  deal  of  this  v;ork  takes  the  official 
on  to  private  premises  and  into  people’s  homes,  v/here  intrusion,  however  lawful 
and  laudable,  is  easily  resented.  It  is  imperative  that  any  approach  be  made 
with  common  sense  and  human  understanding.

Problems  arising  from  the  modern  manufacture,  distribution 
and  sale  of  food  stem  largely  from  change.  Prominent  among 
these  changes  are  factory  farming,  mechanisation,  the  growth  of 
large  trading  units,  advertising  claims  and  gimmicks,  wrapped  foods, 
refrigeration  including  the  domestic  deep  freeze,  micro-wave  cooking, 
self-service  and  automatic  vending,  eating  out,  and  the  demand  by 
customers  for  even  higher  standards. 

The  urge  to  be  entertained  gastronoraically  or,  in  contemporary 
jargon,  ’’eating  out  for  kicks”  has  stimulated  a mushroom  growth  of 
restaurants  and  cafes  run  by  proprietors  of  various  nationalities 
who  seldcL.:  seem  to  have  hygiene  as  their  first  consideration.  Franchise 
op- rating  v'lcans  that  ma,nagement  gets  more  remote.  The  man  on  the  spot 
is  only  an  employee  and  his  control  over  premises  and  staff  is  largely 
subject  to  dictates  from  ”above  and  afar”. 

!Tow  retail  outlets  are  designed  to  attract  the  customer.  Too  much 
of  the  available  space  is  given  to  sales  and  too  little  to  storerooms, 
preparation  rooms,  staff  rooms  and  ’’empties”.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find 
now  kitchens  with  all  the  windows  facing  south  or  hot  piping  passing 
through  food  stores.  Little  thought  too  seems  to  be  given  to  outlets 
from  stoves  and  cocking  ranges,  which  can  cause  unpleasant  nuisances  to 
neighbours.  Design  must  be  married  to  function.  Developers  inhibit 
this  by  proposing  shop  blocks,  not  knowing  who  the  occupiers  are  to  be 
until  construction  is  well  advanced  or  even  completed. 

Is  the  answer  prior  approval?  I would  suggest  that  food  premises 
B^hould  have  to  be  approved  for  registration  prior  to  opening  for  business, 
with  power  to  suspend  or  revoke  registration  for  subsequent  infractions. 

Food  Complaints 

Six  cases  of  foreign  substances  in  food  were  investigated.  They 
varied  from  groundsel  in  canned  strawberries  to  a piece  of  plastic  in 
a fish  finger.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  as 
followss 

Sale  of  Mouldy  Prepacked  Steak  and  Kidney  Pie  - 
Result  - A Pine  of  £5. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  v/as  one  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  Twenty- 
three  boys  at  a private  day  and  boarding  school  v/ere  affected. 

The  boys  had  eaten  an  evening  meal  of  cottage  pie,  succumbing  to 
mild  diarrhoea  about  I4  hours  later.  The  pie  had  been  prepared  and  cooked 
a day  earlier,  being  kept  in  the  kitchen  larder  at  summer  temperature 
overnight  and  throughout  a morning  and  afternoon  before  being  warmod  up 
for  the  evening  meal. 

The  outbreak  was  caused  by  Clostridium  Wei chi i,  an  organism  which 
is  so  ubiquitous  that  its  presence  in  the  kitchen  is  almost  inevitable. 
Advice  v/as  given  to  the  school  proprietress  as  to  the  need  for  effective 
temperature  control  of  susceptible  foods,  including  the  elimination 
from  menus  of  reheated  meat  dishes.
